A Great Lakes People 
Fund grant was awarded to 
Wagbo Farm and Education 
Center, East Jordan, MI, to 
help support engagement 
with barnyard animals dur- 
ing farm tours and field 
trips.

Mickey 
Drexler re- 
cently said, 
“People 
like consis- 
tency.

Another quote by Howard 
Schultz, “You walk into a re- 
tail store, whatever it is, and 
if there’s a sense of enter- 
tainment and excitement 
and electricity, you wanna 
be there”. In discussing the 
critical nature of keeping 
our dollars local, local busi- 
nesses must also do their 
part and provide products, 
services, and experiences 
worth our dollars. 

While we write about 
ways for businesses to pro- 
vide a better customer expe- 
rience in the coming weeks, 
this column will stress the 
need for your community to 
rapidly create a truly local 
community mentality or 
DNA. Being truly-local isn’t 
just a nice thing to do, it is 
critical for the survival of 
your community. In the 
end, it comes down to facts, 
figures, and logic. Many of 
the numbers and comments 
you see here, you may have 
seen in this column over the 
years. At the risk of repeat- 
ing myself, I bring them up 
again to drive home the im- 
portance of growing your 
truly local DNA. Here are 
some common reasons for 
your community to adopt a 
hyper local mentality. 

Numerous studies show 
dollars spent with locally 
owned businesses recircu- 
late throughout your com- 
munity between 3-7X. This 
is compared to those same 
dollars being spent with na- 
tional chains, which circu- 
late just once. Using a 10% 
sales tax as an example, one 
million dollars spent with 
out-of-town chains will re- 
turn $100,000 in sales tax to 
your community versus 
$300,000-$700,000 when being 
spent with locally owned 
businesses that re-spend or 
compound those dollars. 
Those differences equate to 
real jobs for real communi- 
ties. 

Did you know owners of 
locally owned and operated 
businesses support local 
causes, organizations, and 
charities by a 3-1 margin 
over businesses with outside 
ownership? The founda- 
tions of many communities 
are built through active vol- 
unteerism, non-profit organ- 
izations, and civic groups. 
This is a vital component to 
thriving communities. 

Did you know owners of 
locally owned and operated 
businesses are 4X more 
likely to be involved in lead- 
ership, politics, Chambers, 
Main Street and Economic 
Development organizations 
in their communities than 
owners of out-of-town 
owned businesses? 

Did you know recent stud- 
ies show a community’s 
poverty rate is directly 
linked to the percentage of 
prosperous locally owned 
businesses? The more local 
innovation, creativity, and 
entrepreneurs there are, 
coupled with active support 
of such by the various com- 
munity’s government enti- 
ties, the greater expectation 
for an increase in the aver- 
age household income. The 
greater percentage of your 
retail dollars spent with out- 
of-town business owners 
within a smaller or midsized 
community, the higher the 
poverty rate. 

Did you know that the 
greatest ROI on community 
revitalization is the commu- 
nity’s downtown district? 
Tax dollars as well as pri- 
vate investment in your

Avoidance isn’t the answer. 
Mammograms and clinical breast 
exams are the most common ways 
to detect breast cancer long before 
symptoms appear. Mammograms 
can sometimes locate breast can- 
cer up to 10 years before it can be 
detected through self or clinical 
exams, according to the Susan G. 
Komen organization. 

October is Breast Cancer Aware- 
ness Month. The annual campaign 
raises awareness of the impacts of 
breast cancer and how to best fight 
it—early detection. When breast 
cancer is detected early, and is ina 
localized stage, the five-year rela- 
tive survival rate is 99%, according 
to the American Cancer Society. 
Early detection involves doing 
monthly self-breast exams and 
scheduling annual clinical exams 
and mammograms. 

“Don’t let insurance or the lack 
of insurance keep you from taking 


advantage of the ways we can de- 
tect breast cancer early. The 
Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan (HDNW) helps women 
afford and manage regular screen- 
ings,” said Holly Campbell, HDNW 
Deputy Health Officer. “Public 
health is an important link be- 
tween our residents and the pro- 
grams that help them lead healthy 
and fulfilling lives as women, 
mothers, wives, daughters, and 
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EVERY WOWAN, EVERY YEAR. 


Breast Cancer Awareness Month reminds women to schedule their mammograms 
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friends.” 
The agency’s Breast and Cervi- 


cal Cancer Control Navigation Pro- 


gram (BC3NP) calls for “Every 
Woman. Every Year.”—the goal of 
helping women 21 to 64 regularly 
received breast and cervical 
screenings. The program provides 
free breast and cervical cancer 
screenings to low-income women. 
It also involves follow-up care for 
an abnormal test result, and/or 


treatment if a breast or cervical 
cancer is diagnosed. 

HDNW will also assist men and 
woman who do not qualify for 
BC8NP to apply for financial aid 
for breast health through the 
Northern Michigan Breast Health 
Services Assistance Fund and 
Medicaid. 

According to the National Breast 
Cancer Foundation: 

- One in eight women in the 
United States will be diagnosed 
with breast cancer in her lifetime. 

- Breast cancer is the most com- 
mon cancer in American women. 

- There are more than 3.8 mil- 
lion breast cancer survivors in the 
US. 

- Although rare, men get breast 
cancer, too.

Helpful 
Working 
Relationships 
are Needed: 


How to Agree on 
what That Looks Like

We fre- 
quently en- 
counter 
situations 
where the 
relation- 
ship be- 
tween the 
business owner or man- 
ager and team member is 
not supportive or helpful. 
This certainly is a shame, 
and need (must) not be. 
Simply, often the relation- 
ships with team members 
must be productive. 

As with any difficult sit- 
uation, it must be ad- 
dressed. If not, it hurts the 
people of a business or 
nonprofit organization. 

The question, of course, 
is how to address it, which 
would certainly be benefi- 
cial to everyone and the 
business or nonprofit. 

Our recommended ap- 
proach, which has re- 
ceived lots of appreciative 
feedback, is as follows. 

¢ Ask for a meeting with 
the person to whom we re- 
port (and vice versa) to ex- 
plain that we want todoa 
great job with our respon- 
sibilities and it is impor- 
tant that we have clarity 
of the expectations, needs, 
and wants of us. This will 
enable us to focus on deliv- 
ering what success looks 
like. 

- | emphasize the need 
for clarity. “Just do a good 
job” or “Do better” are not 
nearly enough. We need 
specifics. It is important 
for us to ask follow up 
questions such as “Help 
me understand what that 
would look like to you?” 
And use silence so our 
manager or team member 
must go on, go deeper. 

- Then we should say 
that we would like to share 
what we need from 
her/him so we may do our 
very best work, for exam- 
ple, as mentioned above, 
clarity, frequent timely 
and honest feedback, both 
positive and construc- 
tive/helpful, a weekly or 
bi-weekly one-on-one 
meeting, or whatever we 
believe will help us grow 
and do an even better job, 
including our serving oth- 
ers. 

¢ And lastly, and very 
importantly, before the 
meeting ends, the two of 
us must discuss and agree 
on what good communica- 
tion between us looks like. 
Good communication is 
key. 

Do not feel that this is 
imposing. Conversations 
are the work of a leader. It 
is a business owner and 
manager’s responsibility. 
If she/he is uncomfortable 
with honest one-on-one 
discussions, which is often 
the case, well, to be an ef- 
fective, one must muster 
the courage — learn to be 
comfortable being uncom- 
fortable! 

Key questions to ask 
ourselves, to prompt our 
requesting this meeting: 

¢ Do you agree, this 
would help your develop- 
ment?
